Truly,  neither  man  nor  muse  can  praise  too  much 
these  works  which  in  their  combination  of  liigh 
poetic  quality  and  vast  profusion  have  no  counterpart 
in  the  drama  of  any  time  or  toungue.  To  doubt  that 
one  man  could  have  written  all  these  plays  is  natural 
precisely  because  no  other  man  has  ever  written  so 
many  so  well.  Still,  we  recall  that  other  fields  have 
had  geniuses  of  comparably  spectacular  scope  the 
singular  authenticity  of  whose  work  is  indisputable. 
One  need  only  think  of  Locke,  Mill,  or  Dewey;  of 
Newton,  Helmholz  or  Edison;  of  Bach,  Mozart  and 
Beethoven;  of  Ghandi,  or  of  Picasso  to  be  reminded 
of  what  the  remarkably  gifted  man  in  the  right  time 
at  the  right  place  can  accomplish.  The  truth  is  that  we 
are  a  race  of  chronic  underachivers,  and  certainly 
among  the  best  things  all  of  our  best  men  do  for  us  is 
to  amaze  us  with  how  much  it  is  possible  for  a  mere 
mortal  actually  to  do. 

My  preference  is  to  take  the  works  as  the  output  of 
one  v«-iter,  conditioned,  to  be  sure,  by  the  exigencies 
of  Elizabethian  theater  practice,  and  1  call  him 
Shakespeare.  He  never  went  up  to  school,  but  neither 
did  Beethoven.  He  was  an  actor,  but  so  was 
Napoleon.  He  was  apparently  a  bit  of  a  rat  in  private 
life,  but  so  are  most  of  us  most  of  the  time.  The 
whole  knack  of  the  thing  is  to  rise  above  our  petty 
dificiencies  with  good  works,  and,  best  of  all,  to 
redeem  the  crimes  of  the  race  in  great  works.  In  that 


regard,  Shakespeare  has  few  peers,  but  there  are  just 
enough  of  them  to  fortify  my  belief  that  all  those 
immortal  lines  came  of  one  mind,  however  many 
hands  and  toungues  have  modified  them.  It  is  a 
matter  of  faith  which  no  pedant  can  undermine.  I  am, 
then,  a  romantic,  I  suppose.  I  have  never  learned  to 
regret  it. 

In  our  festival  are  twenty-six  of  the  plays,  all 
produced  by  the  Shakespeare  Recording  Society.  The 
serious  omissions  are  the  HENRY  VI  trilogy, 
RICHARD  HI,  HENRY  V,  AND  HENRY  VIIL 
Except  for  the  initial  chronicle,  all  are  familiar  works. 
(Who  has  not  seen  Olivier's  HENRY  V?) 

The  other  plays  not  included  in  our  festival  are  (in 
chronological  order)  TITUS  ANDRONICUS,  TWO 
GENTLEMEN  OF  VERONA,  LOVE'S  LABOUR'S 
LOST,  TIMON  OF  ATHENS  and  PERICLES.  None 
of  these  has  been  much  favored,  probably  because, 
rich  as  they  are  in  deathless  lines,  they  are 
overshadowed  by  better  of  the  Bard's  works  on 
similar  themes.  I  would  have  scheduled  them  anyway, 
if  suitable  recordings  were  at  hand,  but  there  are 
none. 

In  producing  the  recordings  we  have.  The 
Shakespeare  Recording  Society  has  accomplished  a 
feat  of  priceless  value:  many  of  the  greatest  English 
players  of  our  time  (not  all:  Olivier,  for  one,  is 
absent)  appearing  in  the  greatest  body  of  poetic 
drama  of  all  time  in  this  or  any  other  language. 
Generations  to  come  shall  surely  know  that  to 
whatever  fallen  estate  the  Empire  had  come  in 
mid-twentieth  century,  its  ablest  thespians  still  knew 
how  to  speak  the  speech.

BEETHOVEN 


December  17  marks  the  199th  Birthday  of  Ludwig 
van  Beethoven.  We  can  be  sure  that  the  year  of  1970, 
in  tribute  to  the  bicentennial  which  comes  awkwardly 
near  the  end  of  the  year,  will  see  an  inundation  of  live 
performances,  books,  and  recordings  of  Beethoven's 
music. 

KPFK,  in  its  own  way,  will  join  in.  This  December 
17  will  give  a  foretaste  with  recordings  of  three 
symphonies  recorded  between  1914  and  1940. 
During  1970  we  will  attempt  to  cover  particularly  the 
less  familiar  Beethoven  although  since  he  was,  in 
Schauffler's  phrase,  "the  man  who  freed  music"  the 
familiar  cannot  be  overlooked.  We  will  also  have  a 
reading  of  Thayer's  biography,  many  of  Beethoven's 
letters,  various  memories,  commentaries  and  reviews 
of  the  time. 


Also  in  the  planning  stage  are  program  series 
centering  on  Toscanini,  Pablo  Casals,  Bruno  Walter, 
E.  Power  Biggs  as  well  as  music  festival  tapes 
(Bayreuth  and  Hamburg  World  Music  Festival  are  to 
be  found  this  month)  and  some  surprises. 

Most  of  the  music  programs  tliis  month  consist  of  a 
backlog  of  new  recordings  we  have  been  unable  to 
feature  because  the  disruption  of  programming  over  a 
two  month  span  with  the  Marathon. 

We  welcome  back  Joe  Cooper  and  "Music  Not  for 
Export"  which  has  not  been  heard  since  June. 
William  Malloch,  on  the  other  hand,  is  on  an 
extended  leave  of  absence,  and  so  the  "Musical 
Chair"  is  not  scheduled  for  the  time  being.

(The  following  is  a  transcrif)!  of  an  announcement  made  on 
Noitember  16,  1969.  It  was  written  by  the  Chairman  of 
KPhK^s  local  Board  of  Directors  —  Mr.  Frank  Wyle  —  when 
the  Marathon  was  at  the  lujif-way  mark.  The  one  thing  that  is 
not  clear  from  Mr.  Kyle's  remarks  is  that,  while  it  was  a 
shared  dream,  it  was  his  determination  and  leadership  that 
made  this  project  a  reality). 

During  last  year's  marathon,  as  Chairman  of  the  local  Board  of 
Directors  or  KPFK,  I  gave  a  progress  report  on  the  Board's  planning  for 
the  long-range  development  of  the  station.  It  is  timely  now  to  report  to 
you  again  and  tell  you  ahout  the  significant  progress  we  have  made 
during  the  last  year  and  the  exciting  developments  which  are  occurring 
and  which  will  have  a  far-reaching  effect  on  the  station  during  the  year 
to  come. 

In  analyzing  KPFK's  financial  problems  since  its  inception,  the 
Board  came  to  several  conclusions  and,  based  upon  these  conclusions 
we  initiated  a  number  of  actions.  These  conclusions  and  the  resulting 
actions  taken  are  as  follows: 

1.  With  a  current  operating  budget  of  approximately  S225,000  per 
year  and  witli  approximately  9,000  paid  subscribers,  who  last  year  were 
paying  $15  a  year,  we  found  ourselves  in  a  situation  where  the  station 
was  dependent  upon  major  fund-raising  activities,  such  as  marathons,  to 
make  up  the  operating  deficit.  The  action  we  took  was  to  raise  the 
subscription  rate  to  $24  a  year,  but  we  allowed  old  subscribers  to  renew 
at  $15,  so  the  full  impact  of  the  new  rate  is  just  beginning  to  be  felt.  By 
next  year,  if  we  can  increase  our  subscribers  by  only  a  couple  of 
thousand,  we  should  be  very  close  to  funding  our  operation  through 
normal  subscriptions  and  without  the  necessity  of  major  events  such  as 
the  marathon. 

2.  The  Board  of  Directors  felt  that  it  was  unrealistic  to  plan  for  new 
facilities  or  capital  expenditures  to  be  derived  from  subscription 
income,  and  we  therefore  undertook  the  responsibility  to  formulate 
ajid  carry  out  a  program  of  major  fund  raising  with  a  goal  of  having  a 
totally  new  station  facility  in  1970. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  report  to  you  at  this  time  that  the  program  has

1  am  confident  that  all  of  you  will  appreciate  the  difficulty  of  writing 
an  article  about  a  successfully  concluded  marathon  while  it  is  still  in 
progress.  Emotionally,  all  of  us  are  still  intensely  involved  with  it,  yet 
intellectually  we  are  confident  that  it  will  be  over  by  the  time  you  read 
this.  After  all,  we  are  past  the  two-thirds  mark,  and  there  are  already 
over  1000  new  subscribers. 

The  past  two  years  have  been  remarkable  ones  at  and  for  KPFK.  Stereo, 
recovery  from  the  loss  of  a  fund-raising  faire,  self-reliance,  revitalization 
of  our  programming,  changes  in  staff,  increase  of  Volunteers  and 
broadening  of  scope.  More  important  has  been  the  rededication  of 
KPFK's  staff  and  Board  to  the  principles  for  which  KPFK  stands,  its 
role  and  purpose  in  the  conmiunity  and  the  mutual  and  all-inclusive 
involvement  of  all  of  us  .  .  .  you  the  listener  most  involved. 

KPFK's  Board  chairman,  Frank  Wyle,  eloquently  states  the  case:  Why 
not  a  place  where  we  can  have  seminars  and  plays  that  you  can  attend; 
a  functional  facility;  and  a  broadcasting  center.  And,  how  best  to 
achieve  this  desirable  goal  without  concern  over  programming  control 
and  the  related  autonomy  which  is  KPFK's  standard?  You,  the  listener, 
support  the  station's  operation  and  other  fund  raising  activities  go 
toward  capital  funding  . .  .  simple. 

Yet  not  quite  so  simple  as  it  .sounds  to  achieve.  Without  your  support  — 
each  and  every  one  of  you  -  it  would  not  be  possible.  We  have  come  a 


been  eminently  successful  and  that  we  now  have  commitments  of 
capital  funds  in  the  amount  of  $150,000,  which  will  insure  a  new 
facihty  for  KPFK  in  1970. 

Wliile  this  is  astoundingly  good  news,  there  is  a  catch.  The  donors 
have  looked  at  the  financial  status  of  the  station  and  have  said  ui  effect 
that  they  will  build  a  new  facihty  providing  we  can  reach  our  marathon 
goal  of  $150,000.  Their  reasoning  is  very  simple:  $150,000  Ls  needed  to 
clean  up  our  obligations  so  that  the  new  facilities  will  not  be  in 
jeopardy  by  reason  of  unpaid  bills.  The  local  Board  of  Directors  feels 
that  this  is  an  eminently  fair  position,  and  it  brings  to  focus  the 
importance  of  tlie  current  marathon.  If  we  successfuUy  reach  the  goal 
of  $150,000,  the  station  will,  for  the  first  time  in  years,  be  in  a 
rea.sonably  sound  financial  condition.  In  addition  to  that  and 
immediately  upon  completion  of  the  marathon,  we  will  break  ground 
for  a  new  facility,  which  should  be  in  operation  in  the  Spring.  Furtlier, 
the  marathon  should  carr>^  our  number  of  subscribers  up  to  a  point 
where  our  income  for  normal  day-to-day  operation  would  equal  our 
budget,  and  therefore  our  dependency  upon  major  marathons  should  be 
greatly  reduced.  And,  all  of  us  feel  that  while  the  marathon  is  necessary 
tliis  year,  it  is  certaiijy  not  the  best  use  of  KPFK's  air  time,  and  we  all 
hope  that  we  can  get  back  to  our  task  of  bringing  you  the  exciting 
programming  wliich  is  our  hallmark. 

I  am  proud  of  the  station  and  its  management  and  many  loyal 
employees  and  volunteers.  I  am  also  very  proud  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  their  untiring  efforts  which  have  opened  up  the  exciting 
prospect  of  new  faciUties  in  1970.  And  I  am  also  proud  of  the  fact  that 
there  are  substantial  members  of  the  community  who  have  evidenced 
their  support  of  the  station  by  making  major  contributions,  thus 
making  this  goal  possible.  And  I  would  Uke  to  say  to  each  and  every 
one  of  you  as  the  listening  audience,  that  these  efforts  are  ail,  in  the  last 
analysis,  in  our  mutual  behalf,  and  to  urge  you  to  bring  this  marathon 
to  a  successful  conclusion,  reaching  the  goal  of  $150,000.  Ttiis  will  then 
trigger  matchmg  capital  funds  of  $150,000  for  the  completion  of  the 
building  project,  and  insure  not  only  the  continuation  of  broadcast  but 
what  we  hope  will  be  an  expanding  future  for  KPFK.

GOOD  NEWS 


The  Federal  Communications  Commission  announced  on  October  31 
its  approval  of  the  creation  of  a  fourth  Pacifica  radio  station,  tliis  one  in 
Houston,  Texas.  Pacitica  currently  operates  three  radio  stations:  KPFK 
in  Los  Angeles,  KPFA  in  Berkeley,  and  WBAI  in  New  York. 

Larry  Lee,  project  manager  for  the  new  Houston  Pacifica  station  said: 
"Houston  particularly  needs  the  free  voice  of  Pacifica.  This  is  a  city  of 
contrasts  -  where  the  twenty  first  century  in  space  is  being  born  while 
a  black  population  of  over  .'{00,000  lives  in  poverty,  ignored  by  the 
media." 

Don  Gardner,  one  of  the  few  paid  staff  members  coordinating  the 
founding  of  Pacifica  Houston  said  that  it  has  taken  over  seventeen 
months  of  hard  work  by  a  core  of  some  five  hundred  volunteers  and  a 
handful  of  staff  to  put  the  station  together.  "We  have  been  constantly 
harassed    by    the   Ku   Klux    Klan  and   the   right   wing,"  Gardner  said. 


"Several  weeks  ago  the  office  was  shot  at  and  fortunately  no  one  was 
hurt  as  the  bullet  richocheted  off  two  walls,"  Gardner  continued.  Lee 
commented  that  stink  bombs  had  been  thrown  into  the  office  and  all 
the  staff  had  received  threatening  phone  calls. 

Lee  and  Gardner  both  left  their  jobs  as  newsmen  to  start  tlie  station 
because  they  felt  tliat  a  Pacifica  station  in  Houston  would  "lift  the 
blanket  of  silence  and  provide  a  means  for  the  community  to  learn  of 
its  problems  first  haiul." 

Both  Lee  and  Gardner  are  under  thirty.  Lee  worked  as  a  correspondent 
with  the  A. P.  and  Gardner  wrote  for  the  Houston  Post  "When  we  begin 
broadcasting  some  time  in  February  1970,"  Lee  said,  "we  plan  to 
program  controversial  stories  about  life  in  minority  communities  in 
Houston  as  well  as  avant  garde  music  and  hard  rock.  "  Gardner  indicated 
that  none  of  this  programming  occurs  on  any  other  FM  station  in 
T        Houston  Today.
